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The Coal Trade. 


We are much gratified to learn that the 
Coal Trade is on the increase, not only in 
Atlanta, but at other points. The indica- 
tions are that, under the stimulating in- 
fluence of reduced rates of freight, where- 
by it is cheapened very materially to con- 
sumers, coal will. be extensively substi- 
tuted for wood in the cities, as well as in 
the larger towns on the railways. 

The demand for domestic use increases 
every year in Atlanta, and it is believed 
that, thecoming winter, the quantity used 
will double, or more than double that of 
any former season. 

Of course this will be not only cheap- 
ening the comforts and luxuries of the 
rich, but, what is better, will reduce the 
cost of fuel to the laborer and the poor. 

An increasing interest is being mani- 
fested along thelines of railways radiating 
from here, and a lively increased demand 
is springing upin Augusta, Macon, Colum- 
bus, Americus, Albary and Cuthbert. 
To some of these cities tr ain-loads are now 
consigned ; while orders for carloads are 
being received and executed for the smaller 
towns mentioned, almost daily. 

Such is the increased and increasing de- 
mand, that arrangements are being made 
to place a large number of additional cars 
on the Western and Atlantic and cunect- 
ing railways, for the accommodation of the 
growing trade. 

We feel quite sure that these evidences 
of reviving trade, and of the rapid devel- 
opment of a new source of wealth, as wel 
as of extended and varie fields of labor, 
will be hailed by all our people with de- 
light. 

We trust that all efforts in this direction 
will prove beneficial to the public, and 
profitable to the miner, carrier and the 
consumer. 
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Cuba. 


Dr. W. C. Tincker has come from Cuba 
and gives much information to the Trib 
une. 

He has seen most of the Cuban. chiefs— 
Jordan, Marcano, Maximo, Gomez, Figu- 
geola, Hernandez. Peralta, Perdomo, Mar- 
mol, Hall, Vincente Garcia, Rubalcalvya, 
etc. These oflicers, in the eastern depart- 
ment, have 20,000 troops armed; 30,000 are 
ready forarms. They are organized well 
fur the service—have 40 piecce of artillery, 
Napoleons, Parrotts, Wiards and moun- 
tain howitzers—a tolerable supply of am- 
munition. Quesada has 6,000 cavalry, in- 
fantry, and artillery, in the Camaguey de- 
partment. He commands this, and also is 
general-in-chief. The whole people are 
enthusiastic and act as scouts and spies. 
The Cinco Villas department has. troops 
divided into small squads. They claim 
25.000 armed men in this section; but there 
are probably 5,000. The great Sugar es- 
tates are-here. 

Dr. Tincker thinks there are 28,090 armed 
Cuban soldiers, properly equipped. The 
policy is to avoid heavy battles, and annoy 
the enemy with small skirmishes. Jordan 
is held in high esteem for his tact and abil- 
ities.

The Lowa State Fair closed at Keokuk, 
Iowa, on the 17th. The [linois cattle car- 
ried off the best premiums. Short [orns, 
Devons, Durhams, and Aldernays, were the 
best breeds exhibited. One fine Durham 
bull, six years old, weighing 2,500 pounds, 
won much notice. Two Durham steers, 
weighing 2,660 and 2,640) pounds, sold for 
$1,000. Only nine thoroughbred horses 
were shown. In Maine, \it will be remem- 
bered, the thoroughbred horses were exhib- 
ited by the hundred. The show of hogs 
was fine, principally White Chesters and 
Berkshires. Qne porker, weighing 1,110 
pounds, was as much noticed as a pretty 
lady could be.

We have not the space to quote as much 
as we wish from this well written ar- 
ticle, but we give one pointed paragraph 
explaining why a declaration to support 
the government was construed to mean 
support of the administration. 


“We could see nothing practical in the 
mere announcement that the Intelligencer 
would support the form and structure of 
the State and Federal Governments as they 
exist, when these furms and structares of 
overnment were neither assailed nor like- 
y to be seriously assaulted, and, therefore, 
we gave such an interpretation to the word 
as would insure a practical bearing con- 
sistent with the circumstances of its use.”

We are not so blind to duty as to cher- 
ish and sustain any political organization 
when its power to accomplish material 
benefits and blessings for the people, has 
perished. But when we see the necessity 
to sever a political cable and hitch on to 
another party, we will do so promptly, 
boldly, manfully. The Spuaarence of dou- 
ble dealing is hateful, and so is the policy 
of concealment, which is sometimes em- 
ployed to preserve old party affiliations 
and hide the greedy hand as it reaches for, 
grasps and appropriates, the spoils of the 
opposition. 

While on this subject, we will say a few 
words, not exactly pertinent to it, but 
indirectly connected with it. This is, the 
ability of the country press. Our country 
brothers, with their one publication a week 
and local circulation, have not the same 
chances that their confreres of the city 
dailies have. And we are rather disposed 
to think that some of our heavy dailies 
don't properly value their country broth- 
ers; and we know that very often the local 
patron of the country paper don’t cherish 


it as they should. 

We have on our exchange list country 
weeklies from other States, but our own 
Georgia country newspapers are infinitely 
the better. The truth is, that we have some 
of the very best newspaper men in the land 
running country journals in Georgia, and 
we delight to givea recognition to the tale 
ent, the independence, the integrity and 
the skill of the shining lights in the fra- 
ternity. 

Upon public questions they are more free 
from embarrassing complications than the 
editors of dailies, and their views show 
greater independence. In their compara- 
tive seclusion from exciting influenees, and 
with more leisure to think and study, they 
ponder out views sturdy, sound and un- 
answerable.

Commenting upon our article a few days 
back, upon the new Radical scheme for 
splitting the Democracy, the Montgomery, 
(Ala.,) Advertiser, has the following: 


The above article taken from the Atlanta 
CONSTITUTION, throws light upon a matter 
that we had not before clearly compre- 
hended. In truth. the non-action of the 
State Democratic Committee of Georgiain 
the ubsence of a quorum, seemed to us to 
indicate a fatuitous want of interest in the 
true welfare of the State which presented 
to our mind a gloomy and painful picture. 
But it appears that the Democratic Com- 
mittee has resorted to non-action as the 
best means of checking Chief Justice Joe 
Brown—than whom it would be difficult 
to find a more thorough political knave, 
in any community, North or South—in an 
adrvit sulieme fur radicalizing Georgia, 
under the pretence of forming a Grant 
Party in that State, and securing represen- 
tation in Congress. 

What the Radical Party at Washington 
desires above everything else, is the ratifi- 
cation by the States, of the fifteenth 
Amendment. There is not a scheming con- 
spirator among them all who is not con- 
vinced that should this Amendment fail to 
be incorporated into the Constitution un- 
der a color of ratification, that they and 
their party are necessarily lost. The Rev- 
olution by which they have sought to over- 
throw the old Government, would then 
have expended its force, without having 
absolutely accomplished the anticipated 
result, and reaction would then set in. 

They perceive that the Amendment is in 
serious danger as they now tremblingly ad- 
mit; and this precious Scamp of a Geor- 
gia Chief Justice expects to be weil reward- 
ed, if he can so combine the corrupt ele- 
ments of Georgia politics as to secure its 
ratification be the next Legialature. It 
was for this very purpose that recently, as 
a Judge of the Supreme Court of the State, 
he somewhat unexpectedly decided in fa- 
vor of negro eligibility to office by an ab- 
surd .interpretation of the 14th Amend- 
ment. His object was to present to the 
consideration of the people of Georgia the 
idea that the ratification of the 15th Amend- 
ment was already practically determined 
by his judicial construction of the 14th. It 
was simply to make easy the ratification of 
the 15th. 

The plot is now being fully developed, 
and we are glad to see that it is being fair- 
ly exposed. Of course no sound Democrat 
in the State will suffer himself to be cor- 
rupted or intimidated, and misled into fa- 
tal error; but unfortunately, the Legisla- 
ture is not democratic, and our experience 
proves that a considerable portion of the 
white people of Georgia, have no stomachs 
for a persistent struggle for Principle and 
great ulterior good, when by abandoning 
Principle they imagine themselves in the 
way of grasping certain material advan- 
tages, howeyer delusiye such an idea ma 
really be. Lt will be interesting to watch 
the course of events. :

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must not continue. Is there mental calibre 
enough in the present Council to inaugurate this 
great work? It would cost but a trifle to collect 
statistical information On the subject, and spread 
it before the people; a small amount appropriated 
to this purpose would be as judicionsly expended 
as that upon Dental and Press Conventions. 

The public school system is a necessity to a 
growing city like this. We can not prosper with- 
out it. Mechanics, and others in moderate cir- 
cumstances can not pay the oxhorbitant tuition 
now demanded in this city, and fer that rea- 
son alone will leave it for other points where edu- 
cation is cheap—indeed, is free, except to those 
whe have property to be taxed. Take an cxam- 
ple: a good private school in this city, can not be 
entered for less than fteven dollars per month of 
four weeks, of five school days each; therefore, 
the scholastic month is twenty working days, and 
for this, seven Collars is exacted, or thirty five 
cents a day. This makes seventy dollars for the 
scholastic year of ten months. The poor man, can 
notafford to send to this good school, and his chil- 
dren are entrusted to a cheap pettifogger who 
does not elucate them, for he does not know how. 

Now look at the public school system and com- 
pare its expense with the private school rates, to 
say nothing of its superiority in all the elements 
of a sound education. This expense is borne equal- 
ly by all the tax payers according to their prop- 
erty, and the man who has no property to be 
taxed, gets, as he should, a free education for his 
children. Under the public school system, the 
cost of education per scholar, per year, is in 
New York, in 1866 - - - - $21 00 
Boston, in 1867 - - - 

Savannah, in 1869 : 
Cincinnati, in 1866 —s- 
San Francisco, in 1867 
New Orleans, in 1867 - 
Baltimore, in 1867 . 
Charieston,in1868 -  - 

Further argument is superfluous as to the cost 
of the two systems; and as to their merits other- 
wise, it is only necessary to say that the public 
schools, wherever established, haye almost sup- 
planted the private schools. 

In selecting their representatives to Council for 
another year, let the peo; le think of these things 
The credit of the city is now good, and such 
weighty subjects as Water Works and Public 
Schools must come up for consideration. In fact 
the masses of the people who are vitally interest- 
edinthe cheap and efficient education of their 
children, should make the question of Public
